Crittenden resident and five¬ 
time Jeopardy champion Rani 
Peffer recently got a second 
shot to play her favorite game 
show. 

Peffer, who won $70,701 
from six episodes in November 
2013, was asked to return as 
part of the Jeopardy Tournament 
of Champions. 

The tournament features the 
top 15 winners from the Alex 
Trebek-hosted show since the 
previous Tournament of 


Champions. 

Peffer had high hopes she 
would get an invite, but the cor¬ 
porate finance manager at 
Procter and Gamble was on pins 
and needles for about nine 
months. 

“I kept watching my chances 
dwindle as more and more time 
passed,” said Peffer, who has 
two children and is married to 
Sean, a University of Kentucky 
accounting professor. “In July, I 
finally got an e-mail inviting me 
to the tournament. I was abso¬ 
lutely thrilled to make it. This is

Honor Flight to Washington, 


O n Tuesday, Oct. 21, 2014, I 
had the privilege to accom¬ 
pany my father, Ulysses S. 
Noe on the Tri-State Honor Flight to 
Washington D.C. 

Noe is a World War II veteran and 
a retired Navy Seabee. He proudly 
served his country for 27 years. He 
was at the invasion of Normandy and 
was part of the liberation of Italy. 

After the Atlantic War ended, he 
was then sent to be a part of the Pa¬ 
cific campaign against the Japanese. 

The Honor Flight is a sight to be 
seen. The honor and accolades that 
were given to these men and women 
of the greatest generation is some¬ 
thing to see and participate. 

The opening ceremonies began 
at 6 a.m. at the Northern Kentucky/ 
Greater Cincinnati Airport. There 
were 71 veterans, 71 guardians, med¬ 
ics and leaders of the group. A huge 
American flag was passed over the 
heads of the veterans. 

A bagpipe brigade accompanied 
us as we made our way to the gate. 
All along the way, the veterans were 
hailed as heroes. 

The plane of veterans and guard¬ 
ians were given a water salute by a 
local fire department. As we taxied 
to the terminal in Washington for our 
day of reflection and memories, we 
were once again saluted with a wa¬ 
ter salute by a fire department in that 
city. 

The veterans were greeted by a 
men’s choir singing patriotic songs 
as they departed the plane. As the

They 
were given letters written by school 
children. 

One woman from France came up 
to my father and thanked him for her 
freedom. As we walked into a restau¬ 
rant in the evening, the veterans were 
greeted with applause and cheers 
from about 50 or 60 patrons of the 
restaurant who spontaneously sang 
“God Bless America.” 

The culminating act came at the 
Northern Kentucky/Greater Cincin¬ 
nati Airport late Tuesday night. 

After deplaning, the procession of 
veterans were escorted by the wind¬ 
pipe brigade through the terminal to 
a waiting crowd of 300 or more of 
friends, relatives and strangers wel¬ 
coming the heroes back home. There 
were balloons, candy, banners, post¬ 
ers, handshakes and hugs and kisses 
for these heroes.

My 
father was astounded by the heroes 
welcome that he received every¬ 
where we went.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Winter garden 
clean up 

C ooler temperatures, a touch of frost and 
some freezing overnight temperatures are 
all timely because it allows our plants to 
make the transition into dormancy. The winter 
chill is a bit early but it is inevitable; and predic¬ 
tions call for another memorable one. So, for our 
plants the best scenario is to stay cool so they can 
do what they are supposed to do this time of the 
year. 

Temperature and day length are the primary 
factors that trigger dormancy and once plants are 
on track we can start doing some things to get the 
garden ready for winter. For example, if you need 
to prune boxwood or Taxus hedges do so after a 
first killing frost. If you prune too early, you will 
stimulate new growth that will not have sufficient 
time to harden off before winter. Dead tips on 
evergreen hedges are unsightly plus a dead tip on 
woody growth creates an open door for opportu¬ 
nistic insects and disease looking for a place to 
spend the winter. 

Digging and dividing while cleaning up herba¬ 
ceous plant debris is a nice combo-chore. Root 
growth continues as long as the soil temperature 
is above about 50 degrees so dividing perennials 
now allows the plants to reestablish a root system 
before January and Febru¬ 
ary (traditionally our cold¬ 
est months). It also means 
they are established before 
they have to push new 
growth in the spring. 

Once the perennial beds 
are cleaned up and rear¬ 
ranged consider putting 
down a layer of coarse 
mulch if needed. Mulch 
really does go a long way 
in moderating soil mois¬ 
ture, temperature and con¬ 
trolling weeds. There are

this slow time in the gar¬ 
den and if we mulch we will be one step closer to 
better weed management in the garden. Coarser 
textured mulch like pine straw or pine bark nug¬ 
gets is better than the common shredded bark 
mulch because it allows for better water and oxy¬ 
gen penetration. 

Prep ping soil for winter; 
spring planting 

The same goes for the vegetable garden. For 
most of us, by now there are more weeds in the 
vegetable patch than vegetable debris (this year 
was a remarkably weedy year by most accounts). 
If we take time to do a little cultivating while we 
clean up the old tomato, bean and pepper plants 
we will be that much closer to a healthier and 
cleaner garden come spring. After you pull out 
old plants turn the soil and pile on the composted 
manure. If you have well composted manure then 
weeds should not be a problem but if you think 
that weed seed is present you can sprinkle some 
corn gluten on top, which will prevent cool season 
weeds from germinating. In April, before spring 
prep begins, turn the soil again and you will be 
ready to go. 

Pruning chores for woody plants can be done 
during the dormant months as well. But there are 
several things to consider. Don’t do any prun¬ 
ing of spring flowering shrubs because they set 
buds on early season growth that occurs before 
the month of July. Azaleas, rhododendrons and 
many viburnum species are included in this cat¬ 
egory and should be pruned right after they finish 
blooming in the spring instead. 

Big leaf hydrangeas (H. macrophylla) can be 
the most confounding: they bloom on the previ¬ 
ous season’s growth and since they are more sus¬ 
ceptible to winter and early spring damage we 
sometimes miss a season of bloom despite our 
timely pruning. Clean these up after they finish 
blooming in spring and summer but be sure to save 
the current season’s growth for next year’s bloom. 
Annabelle hydrangeas bloom on new wood so you 
can prune all the way to the ground if you choose. 

Other woody plants and trees can be pruned in 
winter but if you need to do heavy pruning wait 
to do so in late winter. Pruning just before spring 
growth begins is ideal because the threat of insect 
infestation is over and the plant has the ability to 
heal more efficiently as it prepares to break dor¬ 
mancy. We prune trees all winter long just to keep 
up with our chores, so don’t be afraid to remove 
structurally inappropriate, dead or infected wood 
or crossing branches when the opportunity pres¬ 
ents itself this winter.

Auditor's Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards , issued by the Comptroller General of the United States and the Audit Guide for Fiscal Court Audits 
issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky-.

Adverse Opinion on ll.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U S Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of Grant County, Kentucky as of June 30, 2013, 
or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the cash balances and cash equivalents 
of Grant County, Kentucky as of June 30, 2013, and its cash receipts and disbursements, for the year then ended, in accordance with 
the accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the Department for Local Government described in Note 1. 

Emphasis of Matters 

As discussed in Note II to the financial statement, in fiscal year 2013. the Grant County Fiscal Court adopted new accounting 
guidance on a regulatory basis. Our opinion is not modified with respect to this matter 

As discussed in Note 1 to the financial statement, the Grant County Fiscal Court would have included some component entities under 
accounting principles generally accepted in the United State of America (GAAP) as established by the Government Accounting 
Standards Board However, under the regulatory- basis they are no longer are required components of the reporting entity. Our opinion 
is not modified with respect to this matter 

Other Matters 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming an opinion on the financial statement taken as a whole of Grant County, 
Kentucky. The budgetary comparison schedules and capital asset schedule are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are 
not a required part of the financial statement. The budgetary comparison schedules have been subjected to the auditing procedures 
applied in the audit of the financial statement and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such information 
directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the financial statement or to the financial statement itself, and 
other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, 
the budgetary comparison schedules arc fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statement The capital 
asset schedule has not been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statement and, accordingly, 
we do not express an opinion or provide any assurance on it. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, wc have also issued our report dated April 14. 2014 on our consideration of 
Grant County, Kentucky’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and other matters.

Start looking for 
things to be thankful 

W hen I served a church in Mississippi, I was 
the recipient of an amazing gift. A couple in 
my church knew that I was a fan (fanatical 
and crazy...according to my wife) of the Kentucky 
Wildcats. They came to me after church one day and 
said, “Barry, we know how much you love Kentucky 
and though we can’t stand them, we want to give you 
two tickets to a basketball game between the Missis¬ 
sippi State Bulldogs and the Kentucky Wildcats. 

I thanked them over and over and then told them 
that Kentucky was going to whoop the Bulldogs (we 
won on a last second tip in!). I was so thankful for 
those tickets. But let’s play pretend. Could you imag¬ 
ine what it would be like if when they gave me those 
tickets I said, “What! Upper deck, how am I supposed 
to see from all the way up there! These are terrible 
seats! And what about the traffic, I bet you I have to 
park a mile away. Don’t you know I have a bum knee! 
And those seats are so hard...” Now how do you think 
that couple would feel toward me if instead of saying 
thank you for the tickets I leaped into a tirade of com¬ 
plaints? Do you think they’d be mad? Do you think 
they would ever give me another gift? 

Let’s transition. How do you think God reacts when 
we do the same to Him? If we constantly grumble and 
complain, God is displeased with us, in fact displeased 
is much too light of a word. God is down right mad 
at us. When the children of Israel complained about 
their hardships, God was so displeased that He sent fire 
down from heaven and it consumed those who were on 
the outskirts of the camp (aren’t you glad that doesn’t 
happen today! Kids on 
Christmas morning would 
be gone!) 

There are some verses 
that I read that are so sad 
but that I can’t help but 
laugh. After God had giv¬ 
en them manna everyday, 
the people grumbled that 
they didn’t have any meat. 
And so God answered 
their complaints. God sent 
them so much meat that in 
Numbers 11:18-20 it says, 
“Tell the people: ‘Conse¬ 
crate yourselves in prepa¬ 
ration for tomorrow, when 
you will eat meat. The 
Pastor’s Comer Lord heard you when you 
wailed, “If only we had 
meat to eat! We were better off in Egypt!” Now the 
Lord will give you meat, and you will eat it. 19 You 
will not eat it for just one day, or two days, or five, 10 
or 20 days but for a whole month—until it comes out 
of your nostrils and you loathe it—because you have 
rejected the Lord, who is among you, and have wailed 
before him, saying, “Why did we ever leave Egypt?”’ 
Talk about getting just what you asked for. 

But it shows us that God is displeased when we 
have a grumbling attitude. God allows some lenien¬ 
cy when we complain when it is warranted. In other 
words, don’t take this to mean that we should never 
take our problems to God. When Moses complained 
about having to deal with the complaining Israelites 
(and who wouldn’t!), 

God understood and God answered his request by 
pouring His Spirit on some elders so that they could 
help Moses bear the burden of the people. God under¬ 
stood what Moses was dealing with, and He helped 
Moses when Moses cried out. 

And when you are in need, God wants to hear about 
those needs. The Apostle Paul says that we are to 
“Cast all your anxieties on God for He cares for you.” 

God wants to hear our troubles, and we are to lay 
our burdens down upon Him, but there is a difference 
between telling God your troubles and being ungrate¬ 
ful for what He has done for you. The Israelites were 
ungrateful for all that God had done. Here God had 
rescued the people from the bondage of slavery, He 
had provided for their needs, He gave them manna 
from heaven, and how do they repay God, not by say¬ 
ing thank you, but by complaining. 

It’s sad, but you know what is even sadder...that 
after all these years that same attitude is typical of our 
experiences. So instead of looking at all the things 
you can gripe about, start looking at things you can be 
thankful for. Give thanks to the Lord, for He is good 
and His mercy endures forever.

“He was the band direc¬ 
tor and was involved with 
Kiwanis and he told me 
that the group wanted a 
pharmacy in Dry Ridge 
and I wanted to be in a 
rural area, but still close to 
the city so Dry Ridge it 
was,” Wallace said. 

Customer service is key 
to the success of his busi¬ 
ness, Wallace said. 

He believes because of 
that emphasis, as well as 
being supportive of the 
community, that’s why his 
business was able to pros¬ 
per and eventually moved 
to a larger location at 24 S. 
Main in Dry Ridge in 
1969, a building they still 
occupy today. 

Jason Wallace, Bob’s 
son, joined the business in 
1995 as a pharmacy techni¬ 
cian. After receiving his 
degree as a doctor of phar¬ 
macy from UK, he joined 
his father in 1999 and then 
became a partner. 

Under Jason’s leader¬ 
ship, Grant County Drugs 
opened a second location 
on Barnes Road, near St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center 
Grant County in 
Williamstown in 2004 fol¬ 
lowed by a third location 
on Violet Road in 
Crittenden in 2009. 

“I was a little surprised 
that he followed in my 
footsteps,” Wallace said. 

In 2013, the business 
expanded again to include 
a Medicare accredited 
home medical equipment 
showroom at the back of 
the Williamstown location. 

In 1999, Grant County 
Drugs was recognized by 
Drug Topics magazine as 
an “Independent 

Superstar.” This national 
honor was given for 
“exceptional pharmacy 
and non-pharmacy ser¬ 
vice”. 

Wallace said the core 
mission of Grant County 
Drugs has not changed 
and that is making sure 
they are taking care of 
the needs of their 
patients. 

“I enjoy working with 
people and one of the 
reasons I think we’ve 
been successful is 
because they know we 
do care,” Wallace said. 

In the early years with 
no emergency room in 
Grant County, the com¬ 
munity would call their 
doctor and they’d call in 
a prescription, which 
meant the local pharma¬ 
cist would need to come 
in and fill it whether it 
was the middle of the 
night or a holiday. 

Wallace, along with a 
group of local doctors, 
was instrumental in suc¬ 
cessfully approaching 
the Grant County Fiscal 
Court many years ago 
and getting the court to 
agree to lease them what 
was Grant County 
Hospital. The group later 
negotiated with St. 
Elizabeth Health Care 
Systems to take over the 
hospital. 

“We did that so that 
we could keep manage-

ment local rather than 
the hospital being run by 
a group out of state,” 
Wallace said. 

But little did he know 
that the facility would 
undergo several major 
expansions and be able 
to ultimately offer spe¬ 
cialty physician services. 

“I’d never have imag¬ 
ined what that facility 
would grow into,” 
Wallace said. “It’s so 
nice because you can go 
there and get many tests 
done and you don’t have 
to drive to Northern 
Kentucky,” he said. 

There have been many 
changes through the 
years including 

Medicare/Medicaid, 
competition from mail 
order drug companies 
and computer upgrades. 

“We were probably 
one of the first pharma¬ 
cies in the state with a 
drive-thru window and 
computerized records,” 
Wallace said. “We used 
to do everything by hand 
and now could not oper¬ 
ate without the comput¬ 
er, which helps us check 
for allergies and drug 
interactions which means 
better care for our cus¬ 
tomers.” 

In addition to being in 
business, Wallace previ¬ 
ously served on city 
council and as mayor of 
Dry Ridge. Projects 
under his tenure include 
the city’s sewer system, 
water tower, Piddle Park 
and building of Locust 
Ridge. 

Between the three 
locations, Grant County 
Drugs employs 30. 

While a shrewd busi¬ 
nessman, Wallace is also 
known for an indepen¬ 
dent streak, which bodes 
well when small town 
businesses like pharma¬ 
cies are often put out of 
business by corporate 
chains. 

“One of the advantag¬ 
es of being an indepen¬ 
dent pharmacy over the 
chain is if I want to give 
medicine to a sick baby, 
then I go,” he said. 

While he sets his own 
schedule these days, Bob 
continues to come to 
work every day. 

He is independent and 
plans to stay that way. 

“I don’t see myself 
retiring anyways soon,” 
Wallace said. 

Bill Wessel has 
worked for Wallace for 
26 years and said he’s an 
integral part of Grant 
County Drugs. 

“He is still great with 
the customers and no one 
can replace him there,” 
Wessel said. “He still 
insists that we take care 
of things the right way.”

“On the other hand, it was less 
stressful than my first appearance in a 
way, because I had already been suc¬ 
cessful on Jeopardy once, and I felt 
that I could really just relax and have 
fun with this experience.” 

Competing against previous cham¬ 
pions was no easy task. 

Peffer was matched up against 
11-time champion Arthur Chu, who 
she said “is undoubtedly one of the 
best players ever to take the Jeopardy 
stage,” along with six-time champ 
Andrew Moore. 

Peffer struggled at the beginning of 
the game, but ended the first round 
with a score of $2,600. Her two com¬ 
petitors were tied with $4,400. 

After a commercial break, Trebek 
spoke to each of the players. 

Peffer, who was wearing her lucky 
earrings from last time, explained that 
she had knocked three items off of her 
bucket list. 

First, she made an appearance on 
Jeopardy. 

Second, she was able to tour the 
floor of the New York Stock Exchange. 

And, finally, she took tap dancing 
lessons. 


“I’m not quitting my day job,” 
Peffer replied when Trebek asked 
about her dance moves. 

After a rapid-fire Double Jeopardy, 
it was apparent it would not be Peffer’s 
game this time. 

She was in third place with $3,800 
heading into Final Jeopardy while 
Moore had $5,200 and Chu soared in 
front with $21,000. 

Even guessing the correct response 
in the Oxford English Dictionary final 
answer did not allow Peffer to catch 
up to Chu. 

Peffer ended in second place with 
$7,599, followed by Moore with $1. 

Chu finished with $21,000. 

“I don’t think I’ve ever seen a 
Jeopardy board with more questions I 
couldn’t answer,” Peffer said. “I was 
very relieved to get the Final Jeopardy 
question right, but the whole game 
went by fast, and it was pretty stress¬ 
ful because of the questions and the 
competition. When it was over, I just 
wanted another crack at it.” 

Despite the defeat, Peffer still had 
a chance to advance in the tourna¬ 
ment. 

The top nine quarter-finalists 
advance to the semi-finals. 

Unfortunately, Peffer missed out 


by one slot with a lOth-place finish. 

“The best part about the 
Tournament of Champions experience 
was being included in such an elite 
group of contestants and then meeting 
and making friends with such an 
amazing group of people,” she said. 
“The other contestants were smart, 
witty and very nice. I enjoyed hanging 
out with them during the tournament, 
and then after the tournament was 
over, we all went to a local pub and 
played pub trivia together, which was 
probably my favorite part of the whole 
journey.” 

Peffer flew to Los Angeles for the 
show with her husband and a good 
friend from work on a Sunday and 
returned home on a Thursday. 

While there was not a lot of free 
time, they did get to take a long bike 
ride on the beach and spend a day at 
Universal Studios Hollywood. 

Peffer, who also was previously on 
Who Wants To Be a Millionaire? in 
2011, is not counting out another 
chance on TV in the future. 

“I would love to do another game 
show,” she said. “I’ve already done 
the two that appealed to me most, but 
I’ll be keeping my eyes open for other 
tryout opportunities.”

And Grant County Drugs was one of the first 
pharmacies in the state to open a drive-through window to provide patients 
another convenient way to pick-up their prescriptions.

The prestigious national honor was 
awarded for "exceptional pharmacy and non-pharmacy service," 
recognizing the success of the core principle of Grant County Drugs, taking 
care of the needs of its patients. 

Bob's son Jason started at the pharmacy in 1995 as a pharmacy 
technician. After receiving his degree as a doctor of pharmacy from the 
University of Kentucky College of Pharmacy, Jason became a pharmacist at 
Grant County Drugs in 1999, and soon thereafter, became his dad's partner 
in the pharmacy operation. Five years later, Jason was instrumental in 
opening Grant County Drugs second location on Barnes Road, near St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center Grant County and the St. Elizabeth Physicians in 
Williamstown. In 2009, a third pharmacy location opened on Violet Road in 
Crittenden, near the St. Elizabeth Physicians Crittenden office. Grant 
County Drugs most recent expansion was opening a Medicare accredited 
home medical equipment showroom in 2013 in the back of Grant County 
Drugs Williamstown off Barnes Road.
